Whieh Mark Certain Placet 
As the traveller by land looks to the 
fingerposts at cross loads and else¬ 
where for guidance on his journey, so 
does the sailor gain Information ftoni 
the buoys or signposts of the sea 
which mark the water at certain spots. 

Hut, unlike the ordinary fingerpost, 
these sea buoys would convey little or 
nothing to the landsman at first sight, 
because the meaning of buoys is a 
subject that must be studied before It 
can be understood. 

For Instance, certain buoys of a re¬ 
cognized shape may always be looked 
for In certain positions when you are 
making for a harbor or river from sea¬ 
ward. In such cases your course will ; 
be marked by “starboard hand" buoys' 
—on your right—and "port-hand" j 
buoys--on your left.

row. If there is enough of the 
; stand up, cultivation is l>eHt. The 
main idea being, however, to keep 
the crust broken. If the beets are 
not cultivated aftei a rain they 
will blow. It de>esu’t take one of| 
our winrls very long to burn up 
an eiitiiv fichl. If you have a 
large acreage and haven’t time 
. to cultivate tlion>ugbly, just culti¬ 
vate four rows and leave either 
^ four or eight. This will keep the 
* field from blowing. Beets are ten¬ 
der plants and if they get a good 
' start, it will inereasi' the yield 
' greatly. 

A farmer should <lu liis own luilt- 
ivuting or oversee it carefully. A 
lieet row tint out can never l>e re¬ 
placed. Cultivate alxmt twice be- 
^ fore bbs'kiug and thinning. After 
thinning cultivate at least four or 
five times. Thiseaimot be definite 
as wcatlier conditions alter it. But 
I keep the soil stirred up and weeds 
g down. 

Blocking ami thiuning are very 
very important. A funnel should 
always suix-rvise the ivork of the 
beet tender. Always be in field 
"l and see that'a good job is done. 
Insist ou liaving the beets twelve 
inches apart. One of the things 
stres-sed at I ho Beet Sl>ecial was 
^ the fact that because some Ix-ets 
were blocked twenty inches apart, 
the funner lost as high as seven 
^ tons of beets on o' ery acre. See 
that the thinner leaves the biggest 
'* beet. If this is kept up it will he-

beets receive too iinuTi moisturi. 
The beets are generally iriigati d 
the last lime tlie first week or ten 
days in September. 

Cut out the harvest waste, liar 
vest all. Do not let yotir toppers 
tut too deep into tlie beet. Never 
have more lioets dug and topped 
than you eun deliver to the ilump 
each day. .Avoid leaving small 
piles of beets in the field for a leng¬ 
th of time. If you are far from u 
dump, silo. When left in the small 
piles they slirinU and eul down 
the tonnage Kegnlalo your puller 
so that beets will he eompletely 
loosened and that tlie tails are not 
left in the groinul to be broken off. 
Be sure t hut your haulers get ev¬ 
ery beet that uceidenlly goes on 
over the wagon. Wateb all the 
little tilings.
